Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to applicant's argument that Hollenberg teaches away from Applicant's claimed invention, the test for obviousness is not 
whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981) 



In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Examiner notes that Applicant relies on the argument that Hollenberg teaches altering the operation 
of the node device in order to place the network system in a secure and safe condition, thus eliminating the need to determine the source 
of an unauthorized communications access attempt, and Examiner respectfully disagrees noting that securing the network has nothing to 
do with discovering the source of the intrusion, and thus, combination of the references is proper as noted within the Office Action dated 
16 May 2005. 

In response to applicant's argument that Hollenberg is concerned with an unauthorized physical access attempt as compared to 
unauthoized communications access attempt, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Additionally, Examier notes that Hollenberg teaches 
a digital electronic network used to communicate or transfer digital information between separate digital computers, systems or nodes, 
(Hollenberg - Col. 4, lines 13-31), which reads upon Applicant's communications network, as presently enumerated within the claim 
language. 
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
